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The Science Department here provides a comprehensive 
four year program for students interested in furthering their ed- 
ucation at the college level. 

Students may select a variety of courses in the Junior and 
Senior year, including Chemistry II, Ecology, Earth Science or 
Anatomy/Physiology. Prerequisites of academic success and 
teacher recommendations are necessary for the college bound 
student to enroll in either the Anatomy/Physiology or Chemis- 
try II program.

This new direction for Freshman will give students great- 
er flexibility in the upper grades to select additional Science 
courses. As Sophomores, they may choose to take Chemistry 
І and then, as Juniors and Seniors, they will be able to select 
from a wider variety of offerings.

School health services are an important component of the activi- 
ties within a school.

COMPUTER HIGHLIGHTS 


The computer education and 
technology division of the Newark 
Board of Education has been recog- 
nized as a leader in bringing new and 
innovative computer education pro- 
grams to urban schools.
